THE Hon. W. M. RoBBINs’ SPEECH 
AT RANDOLPH MACON COLLEGE.— 
The Hon, W. M. Robbins, of this 
State, delivered the address this week 
before the alumni of Randolph Macon 
College of Virginia, which is thus 
spoken of by a correspondent of the 
Richmond Dispatch - 

‘‘He announced his subject, ‘‘The 
perpetual revolutions in human 
government, and the operations of 
this principle our own system.’’ 
The address was one of great power 
and eloquence, and deserving of a 
more lengthy report than we are able 
to give, and owing to the pressure of 
other matters upon our columns. 
Naturally following up the subject, 
the speaker called attention to the 
inevitable turning of the wheel, the 
inherent revolutionary influences of 
Which Polyblus wrote—the tenden- 
cles and ultimate effects and results 
of the new revolutions in England 
and America. The Queen is but a 
symbol of power, where no power 
exists—the power at last rests with 
the people. British phlegm makes 
the wheel turn slowly, but it does 
turn, and the democracy in form will 
be established. 

‘‘He then considered the American 
situation, tendencies social and po- 
litical, and the future outlook—no- 
ting the progress that had been 
made towards pure and simple de- 
mocracy since 1789. The Demos 
rules, and no longer deigns to rule 
through intermediaries. Manhood 
suffrage now, woman suffrage soon. 
What is the end of all this? Load 
Macaulay thought that our political 
institutions had never been, and 
would not be subjected to a supreme 
lest until the vast western domain 
was thickly populated ; then would 
begin the tierce encounter between 
the classes. Already the labor strikes 
indicate the uneasiness of the situa- 
tion between labor and capital. Then 
the speaker, turning to the other 
side of the picture, with great pathos 
and eloquence pointed out certain 
safeguards unknown to ancient Re- 
publics, its diffusion of intelligence, 
the influence of the Bible and Chris- 
religion. 

‘Finally, the grand fact stands out 
above all question that we have, and 
shall continye to have, on this con- 
tinent a great people full of energy 
and vitality. There isnothing effete 
here. There is fierce conflict of Opin- 
ions, but no decay. Enough of vir- 
tue and practical vigor will be left to 
re-establish what may be overthrown. 
rhe innate power and _ vitality of so 
noble a race cannot ultimately fail to 
achieve a splendid destiny. |

for aid. For an instant after the 

fearful descent had been made all was 
silent, but immediately after heart- 

rendering appeals for help were to be 

heard from hundreds of those who 
were in agony. Immediately after 

persons were seen issuing from the 
doors and windows, which were 
smashed by the frightened people, 

and an alarm sounded. 

The uninjured within the church 

who were able to free themselves 

from the mass began at once to assist 
in rescuing the others. The firemen 
and police were quickly at hand, 
and labored nobly in the work of 
rescue. Entrance to the church was 
at once stopped, and nove were al- 
lowed to enter except those engaged 
in taking out the inmates. 

The scene within the building was 
terrible in the details, and that with- 
out the edifice heartrending, fathers 
and mothers searching for their chil- 
dren, looking for their 
wives, wives inquiring for husbands, 
brothers for sisters, and children for 
their parents, of whose fate all were 
uncertain and in dread. 

Quietly but rapidly the work of ex- 
tricating the people was carried on by 
the aid of lanterns, While some 
busied themselves with shoving up 
slanting sections of the floor, many 
others were aiding men, women and 
children to free themselves, and as 
fast as the living and Gead were res- 
cued they were passed out through 
windows and doors, where ready 
hands assisted to convey the danger- 
ously injured and dead to physicaus 
offices and neighboring houses. 

The work was vigorously but slow- 
ly prosecuted, and before midnight 
the last of the living and dead had 
been taken out. 

The floor which fell was suspended 
by iron rods from a Wooden truss un- 
der theroof. These rods went through 
the lower but not through the upper 
chord of the truss. The lower chord 
had been spliced wrong side up, and 
that point was the first to give way. 

The floor having no props beneath 
it sunk in the form of the letter V. 
Most of the deaths were caused by 
falling timbers of the truss. Some of 
the victims, however, were smoth- 
ered by the plastering. 

The floors of the Church were sup- 
plied originally with iron pillars. A 
short time ago the chureh building 
committee, with the consent, as they 
say, of the architect, removed the 
iron pillars.

John Allen Ketehey is a native of 
Rowan county, about 30 years ofage, 
tall, commanding appearance with 
remarkably tine figure. He has a 


very striking face, good countenance, 
and is only once to be seen to be for- 


ever afterwards remembered, exhib- 


iting far more the intellectual than 


the animal;he has a very singular 


vut striking eye, which at times ap- 
pear both hazeland grey, dark brown 
lair neatly trimmed, small feet and 
uands,and bears all the stamp and 
itipressions of a true gentleman. He 
Was born in 4 miles of Salisbury, of 
humble but respectable parentage. 
Wien quitea lad he was put ina 
store in Salisbury, where he picked 
up the mostof his education. Among 
his accomplishments he excelled asa 
peisman and was a very good com- 
maser, 

tie served in the Confederate War 
usamemberoft Co. F.42nd Regiment, 
for a short time, when he deserted 
and returned home, and plied the 
business of forging passes, furloughs, 
surgeon's certificates, &c.. by which 
he anecumulated a large amount of 
money. was finally arrested and 
sciit to Castle Thunder. He escaped 
aid skulked about till after the war, 
when he went to New York City. 
tie was arrested for larceny, tried 
and convicted, and sent to the peni- 
fentinry for a numberof years. He 
Wis pardoned by (rov. Fenton on aec- 
countorhaving deserted the Confede- 
racy, Wiiea he returned to this State. 

Atmony lis other exploits during 
Tlie War, was the theft of a brigade 
uniform, which he 
douned, and by forging the neces- 
“ary papers, managed to draw funds 
to pay off an entire brigade. 

After returning to North Carolina, 
he organized a band of horse thieves, 
and created quite a consternation by 
his daring course.
